And this 
St. Paul acquaints the Corinthians with to confirm 
what he had jaid before,rhat he had baptiz’d bur few 
of them, wich was neceffary to remind them of, in 
oppofition ro fuch Enemies of his, as woud other- 
wile have faid, that he baptiz’d in his own name, 
ana made Projelytes to himfelf and not ro Chrift. 
But fince it was his ufual M~ hod to do as did St. 
Peser to Cornehus and his Famiuy, firft to Preach che 
Gotpel ro the Gentiles, and then command them ro 
be bapo.zd by @ bers, and that too in conformiry ro 


the Coulton he recciv'd from Chrift, this wasrhe 
moft eff@tual way to prevent any fuch Infinuation 
tothe prey .dice of his Sincerity.
